How He Made a Remarkable Confession of His Crimes to a Man Whom He 


Thought Was His Friend 


and Who Trapped Him.

A man of the name of Horn, of Iron Mountain, is 
now in jail at Cheyenne, with a charge of murder over 
his head, and, according to his own confession, it was a 
love affair that started him on acareer of crime. He 
is a handsome fellow now, and was probably far more ' 
good to look at in the days when he was chief of scouts | 
and accompanied a party of American officers to a 
small town in northern Mexico. Here Horm met a 
beautiful senorita, the daughter of the wealthiest Span- 
iard in the place. 

It was a case of love at first sight. The senorita 
promptly threw over a young second lieutenant in the | 
Mexican army to whom she was engaged. The lieu- 
tenant and Horn met in the public square of the village 
one afternoon, and the officer promptly slapped Horn’s 
face. The scout whipped out his six-shooter as quick | 
as a wink and shot the officer dead. 

Tiorn fled to the mountains, where, aided by friendly 
Indians, he made his way out across the border to 
Eagle Pass, Tex., where he was joined a month later | 
by his senorita, The couple were to have been mar- 
ried, but upon the day set for the nuptials the girl re- 
ceived word that her mother was dead, and she hur- 
ried away to her home to attend the funeral, promising 
to return and marry Horn inside of a month. 

The scout waited one month, two months, and a year 
sped by, but his senorita never returned, and gradually 
he drifted to the plains of Wyoming. 

If,as Horn claims, it was the disastrous ending of 
this romance that embittered him for lite, and his duel 
with the lieutenant that gave him his first taste for the 
taking of human life, the senorita wno was false to him 
should certainly have a good deal on her conscience. 

Because of Horn’s exploits there has been a reign of | 
terror among the ranching districts for more than 
twelve years. During this period many murders have | 
been committed on the plains of Wyoming, northern 
Colorado, western Nebraska and southern Montana, 
The victims have in each case been small ranchmen, 
or men suspected of “rustling”’ cattle or branding stray 
mavericks. 

The murderer performed each bloody job in exactly 
the same manner, and each time the officers of the law |

were completely baffled, as he left no trail for them to 
follow. 

The alleged “rustlers” were shot from ambush, the 
assassin using a rifle of small bore, and the first bullet | 
fired doing its deadly work showed that the man be- 
hind the gun was a crack shot and his aim certain. 

But not until July 18 last, when little Willie Nickell, 
an innocent lad who had never harmed a living soul, 


was cruelly murdered did the people of Wyoming 
really wake up and demand that the assassin be run 
down and punished. The previous killings had not 
aroused so much feeling, for the reason that the vic- 
tims were poor maverick hunters, and, as the cattle 
barons said, it was the only way of putting a stop to 
“rustling.” 

Early in the summer of 1892 seventy-five of the lead- 
ing and wealthiest cattlemen in Wyoming formed a 


party and, accompanied by about fifty picked cowboys | 


from Texas, chartered aspecial train and left Cheyenne 
forthe North. Surgeons, thousands of rounds of am- 
munition and food foratwo months’ campaign were 
taken along. It is said that Tom Horn was in the party. 

The small army marched ninety miles due north, 
into the Powder river country,in Johnson county. 
The announcement had been made that every ranch- 
man who did not belong to the associations would be 


driven out of the country or killed, for in this way the | 


cattle barons intended to make a clean sweep, 

The cattlemen were betrayed. however, and with 
their Texas hirelings were placed under arrest by the 
United States authorities. They were charged with 
murder, and, after several weeks spent in trying to 
secure a jury, they were tried and acquitte 1. 

When the aflair had quieted down itis alleged that 
the cattle associations brought in stock detectives to 


hunt down the “rustiers.”” During the summer of 1895 | 


William Powell and William Lewis, ranchmen living 
in the Iron Mountain country, were murdered, It was 
alleged that Horn committed the murders, He was 
brought before the grand jury, but not indicted. 

One of the startling incidents of the inquiry, how- 
ever, occurred the day that Horn was brought into the 


| courtroom for the first time to testify in his own behalf. 


Mrs. Powell, widow of one of the murdered men, with 
her little nine-year-old boy, was seated In the room, 
When the child caught sight of Horn he ran to his 
mother, crying: ‘‘Mamma,mamma! Take me quick! 
That is the man (pointing to Horn) that shot my 
papa!” 

Powell was killed while haying in a meadow near his 
house. He was shot with a rifle ball fired at long range. 
Lewis was killed in his corral while loading some beef. 

During the past eight years Horn made his head- 
quarters at the ranch of John C. Coble, a wealthy cattle- 
man, formerly of Carlisle, Pa., who now lives at Bosler, 
Wyo., thirty miles west of Iron Mountain, and the 
scene of the Powell, Lewis and Nickell murders, 

During this time Horn made frequent trips to Chey- 
enne, but he was never molested, although the belief 
was general that he was the murderer of Péwell, Lewis, 
Dart and Rash. When not in town Horn put in his 
time on the plains watching suspected cattle “‘rustiers.”’ 

On July 15 last Horn left the Coble ranch at Bosler 
and rode to the ranch of William Miller, who lived 
three miles northeast of the ranch of Kels P, Nickell, 
father of the murdered boy. Horn remained at the 
Miiler ranch until the evening of July 17, when he dis- 
appeared. At7:300n the morning of the 18th Willie 
Nickell was killed. Horn showed up at the Coble ranch 
again on the 2ist. 

Immediately after the murder the coroner of Lara- 
mie county impanelled a jury and investigated the 
case for five months, not adjourning until Dec, 25 last. 
The jury found that the boy came to his death at the 
hands of persons unknown.- 

The Sheriff of Laramie county went to work on the 
case, and, armed with the information that had been 
gathered by the coroner’s jury, it was not long until 
Horn was settled upon as the guilty man. But to catch 
him was another matter. 

Deputy United States Marshal Joe La Fors, a cele- 
brated Western detective and terror to outlaws and 


| train robbers, was engaged on the case. La Fors told 


Horn he knew of a cattle outfit in Montana that 
wanted a killer, but said that the man selected would 
have to come well recommended. La Fors made Horn 





believe he was his friend. Horn came to town to discuss | 


matters with La Fors, and the two met in the outer 
office of the United States marshal on Jan.12, The 
county officers had previously placed Deputy Sheriff L. 
E. Snow and Stenographer Charles J. Ohnhaus in an 
adjoining room, and close enough to hear all that was 


said by Horn and La Fors. 


The following conversation, which was taken down 
verbatim by the stenographer, followed: 

“There is one thing about me, I shoot too damned 
much. You have got to protect your employers, but [ 
have never gotten my employers in any trouble yet.” 

La Fors replied: ‘‘No, Tom, you are the best man to 
cover up your trail that I have ever seen. In the kill- 
ing of Willie Nickell I never could find any trail.’’ 

Horn—No, I never make a trail; no one else saw it 
either. The only way to cover up your trail is to go 
barefooted. 

La Fors—Why was Willie Nickell shot? It has 
never been explained to me yet. Was it because he

was one of the victims marked, or was it compulsion ? 
Horn—I think it was this way: Supposing there was 
a man in the big draw to the right of the gate (meaning 
the gate at which the boy was shot), you recollect the 
draw that runs down by Nickell’s house? Supposing 
@ man was here and the kid came up the draw and saw 
him and then ran off toward the house to give the 
alarm. The man ran across to the gate and headed the 
kid off and shot him there. That is my opinion of It. 
Horn was asked by La Fors where his horse was all 
this time, and Horn replied that it was a long way off. 
La Fors said he should think the stock detective would 
have been afraid to leave his horse so faraway. Horn 


that neighborhood were unorganized. Horn said: 

“The only. thing I have been afraid of was that I 
might have to kill an officer. I would always try to 
keep out of sight, but if any one followed me I was 
ready to shoot him."’ 

“Did you have your boots on when you ran across 
from the draw to the gate ? " asked La Fors, 

“No, I did not. I was barefooted.” 

“But didn’t it make your feet sore? I could not 
stand it myself." 

“No, I generally have ten days to rest up after a job 
of this kind.” 


Horn then told of a school teacher in the Iron |. 


Mountain district who had become infatuated with 
him, and who kept him posted of the doings of the 
coroner's jury and of people in Cheyenne and Iron 
Mountain. 

The conversation then drifted to Horn being on the 
plains for days without food, and La Fors asked the 
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detective if he didn’t get hungry. ‘Yes,” replied 
Iiorn, “I get so hungry sometimes I would kill my 
mother for some grub.”’ 

“How far off was Willie Nickell when he was 
killed ?”’ asked La Fors, 

“About 300 yards,’’ said Horn. “I thought once he 
was going to get away. It was the best shot and the 
dirtiest job I ever done.”’ 

“Tom, in the Powell and Lewis killings you got $600 
apiece; you killed Lewis in a corral,” 

“How did you know that?” 

“T have known everything that you havedone fora 
good many years. You were paid this money for 
killing Powell and Lewis on the train between Chey- 
enne and Denver; you were paid two one-hundred-lol- 
lar bills and the rest In gold, wern’t you? ”’ 

“Yes,” 

“And you got $500 for killing the Nickell boy. Why 
did you cut the price? ’”’ 

“I got $2,100 for killing three men and shooting at 
another five times.” 

“Killing is my specialty,’’ said Horn. “TI look at it 
as a business proposition, and I think I have a corner 
on the market.” 

“Why did you put a rock under Willie Nickell’s head 
after you had killed him, Tom 7?” 

“That is the way I hang out my sign and cullect my 
money for a job of that kind.” 

Horn is 6 feet 1 inch tall, weighs 190 pounds and is 


‘ slender and muscular. He is straight as an arrow, 


with broad shoulders, ruddy complexion, black, pierc- 
ing eyes and pearly-white teeth. He has a high fore- 
head and a rather well-shaped head, which is partially 
bald, and the rest of his head is covered by e thick 
growth of dark brown hair. His long, straight nose is 
rather prominent and has a reddish scar across the 
bridge, the record of a cutting scrape. On the right 
side of his neck and extending from the Adam’s apple 
back under the right ear, isan ugly scar caused by the 
slash of a bowie knife during a fight with cowboys in 
Southern Wyoming two years ago. The lower left jaw 
is slightly out of aligninent, where it was broken one 
day last summer during a saloon row in Denver.

There died not long ago in the town of Lemars, Iowa, 
& man named Stephen Mickley, who was a son of that 
famous old patriot, John Jacob Mickley, who carried 
the Liberty bell from Philadelphia to Allentown on the 
memorable Sept. 23,1777. John Jacob further served 
the Revolutionary cause by giv- 
ing the use of his horses and 
wagons and by donations of pro- 
visions during that ticklish win- 
ter of Valley Forge misery. 

The man who has just died, 
built, many years ago in Lemars, 
a great big frame Pennsylvania 
Dutch farm house, painted it 
white with green blinds, had it 
scrubbed from top to bottom 
with strong soap suds, filled the 
cellar with potatoes, onions, tur- 
nips, sauerkraut, Dutch cheese 
in cases, and a whole carload of 
sweet preserves In jars, had the 
house scrubbed again from roof 
to cellar in more strong suds, 
alred the linen afresh, and one 
evening announced that It was a 
hotel. 

Every bed was taken the first 
night. The next morning as 
they started to cook the first 
breakfast in the immaculate 
kitchen, the place caught fire 
from a defective chimney and 

in thirty minutes Stephen's nice 
new white frame hotel was in 
ashes, The guests who had come 
in so eagerly the night before 
were glad to escape with their 
lives and their night clothes, 

A travelling man's wife, who 
had run out in her night dress 
and a quilt wrapped about her, 
stood In the middle of the road 
sobbing, the tears streaming 
down her cheeks as she watched 
the roof of the hotel fall in. 

“You poor thing,” said a sym- 
pathizing friend coming up, “is 
ita fact that you have lost all 
your clothes,” 

“Oh, I don’t know. I don’t 
care," sobbed the woman, “I've 
been counting for weeks on 
those lovely homemade buck- 
wheat pancakes I was going to 
have this morning, and just 
think of all that strawberry pre- 
serves and apple butter burned 
- to a crisp in the cellar, and I just 
dying for something homemade 
to eat ! I think the old fire might 
at least have waited till after 
break fast."’ 

But quiet old Stephen was not 
lamenting. While the flames were still shooting up 
from the tinder box of his hotel, he negotiated for the 
biggest available building in town and that very night 
had all his would be breakfast guests to supper in the im- 
provised hostelry, which afterward was transferred 
into the Mickley House to memory dear, famous for 
its cleanliness and its good Pennsylvania Dutch 
cooking. 

It was queer company that used to be gathered under 
the Mickley House roct. There were always Western 
drummers, Eastern land speculators, and immigrant 
agents with their German, Norwegian and Dnatch prey. 

Patrons of the old Mickley House are now scattered 
all over the world, and the news of the patriarch’s 
death will bring up quaint and wooly reminiscenes in 
every quarter of the globe. 

Descendants of Jean Jacques Michelet have served 
in every war in America and live in every State in the 
Union; so the death of their kinsman, Stephen Mick- 
ley.,will be noted all over the land, and collateral Miche- 
let in France, Germany and Norway, still in touch with 
the American branch, will be interested in the death of 
this genial American.

tapper.”’ 

The latter in the interim has departed for parts un- 
known, leaving no traces of his cleverly ccncelved 
“get-rich-quick” operation behind him, except a neatly 
welded telegraph wire, from which he snatched the re- 
sults of the races intended for the poolrooms, 

So bitter have been the past experiences of poolroom 
proprietors and go hard have they been “hit,” at times, 
by “wire tappers,’’ and by such perfect time system is

their business operated, that he must bea clever per- 
son, indeed, who is able to loot the exchequers of the 
poolrooms to any alarming extent. 

The plunging ‘“‘wire tapper” hybernates, though, and 

only after long intervals of patient waiting does he 
crawl from cover, to do a little “hurry-up’’ business. 
Then he drops out of sight and waits for another long 
period. 
: No matter how perfect a system the poolroom pro- 
prietors may have, as time passes and business con- 
tinues to run along without a ripple of trouble, they 
grow lax, and the tension is released on the system. 
That is the period when several strangers drop into the 
various poolrooms in town and make themselves 
familiar to the attaches as tardy bettors. It may bea 
week that,each day, they lose or win small sums of 
money, as their judgment or luck wills. Then comes 
the grand coup. 

From a room on the upper floor of a nearby hotel or 
perhaps the loft of an old stable, or maybe in a culvert 
under the railroad track, the wire is ‘“‘tapped, the 
result of the races intercepted, and held until the new 
comers to the town are able to scatter themselves to 
the poolrooms and “get down” their big bets. It can 
readily be seen that men of slow movements cannot be 
successful ‘‘wire tappers.’’ The bets are paid, perhaps 
with some misgivings, the ‘‘tappers’’ disappear as sud- 
denly as they came and only after comparing notes or 
subsequent inquiry is it known by the poolroom pro- 
prietor that once again has he fallen into the hands of 
the enemy. Then the reins aguin are tightened on 
the time system, and no bets are taken after a certain 
minute before the races are run. The stringency con- 
tinues so long as the latest incident is remembered. 
Then it grows slack again. It is then that the watch- 
ful “wire tapper’’ goes merrily to his toil. 

Few persons who operated poolrooms in this or any 
other town or city, who have not suffered more or less 


from the work of “‘wire tappers.’’ There was a time in 


the history of horse racing and poolrooms in and about 
this city when “wire tapping’? Was as much of a busi 
ness as operating a poolroom itself, and in one specific

instance in Harlem ‘wire tappers” took money from 
them every day for months, before it became known. 
The “tapping” plant was in an old stable not more 
than two short blocks from the poolroom. The robbers 


| placed such regular and conservative bets every day

that they were not even suspected, although they were 
growing rich and living in high style, until their game 
was disclosed through the merest accident. 

It got to besuch a common occurrence to hear of wires 
being “tapped” and big hauls of money made, that 
active measures were taken against the ‘‘wire tappers” 
and a special enactment of the Legislature was pro- 
vided to make the punishmeut fitthe crime. The po- 


lice took such a lively interest in the suppression of the | 


“wire tapping” gangs that, finally, there were com- 
paratively few “tappers’’ who operated in this neigh- 
borhood, 

Of the last were three men, led by one of the clever- 
est ‘‘tappers’’in the business, who decided on a coup 
from the poolrooms in the immediate neighborhood of 
Eighth avenue and 125th street. It wasin 1895, The 
men engaged a room on the top floor of the hotel on 
the corner, had taken their instruments there and were 
in readiness to “‘tap’’ the wires, when a “‘stool pigeon’”’ 
in the employ of the police discovered the plans and

opportunity to put their well-planned game into 
execution. 

There were numerous methods discovered by the 
police, as adopted by the ‘wire tappers’’ to Intercept 
the messages from the telegraph office, and some of 
them were extremely unique. 

One gang of energetic young sports was found living 
in the house adjoining a poolroom on upper Eighth ave- 
nue by the police of the West 125th street station, where 
they received the names of the winning horses daily, 
and after allowing time for the members to go next 
door and place their bets, the operator, a few feet away, 
sent along the message. 

In almost every instance where arrests were made 
of “wire tappers’”’ the operator or principal person of 
the gang either were connected with or had been em- 
ployees of the company. 

The original system of tapping wires finally became 
so well known and crude, and there was so little likeli- 
hood of ‘doing business” without almost inevitable dis- 
covery, that a certain class of ‘“‘tuppers’’ created a 
system that worried the police’ and poolroom pro- 
prietors, as well as the officials of the telegraph com- 
pany, and caused no end of quiet inquiry and investi- 
gation. Just what the plan was never became public, 


| however, but it was conducted on a profitable basis for 


along timeand only was discontinued when radical 
changes were made among the employees of the tele- 
graph company. 

It requires not only a thorough knowledge of teleg- 
raphy as an operator, to be a successful ‘“‘wire tapper,”’ 
but combined with that knowledge must be that of a 
lineman as well. The ‘‘tapper’’ must know which wire 
to tap among the hundreds that form the mesh over- 
head along the railroad tracks, and be able to follow it 
to some convenient spot for operation. 

There are men known to the police of this city as 
“wire tappers’’ who spend their winters at the South 
and their summers in the North and West as regularly 
as the racing seasons come around, who have system- 
atized the art tosuch a basis that they never are ar- 
rested, travel from place to place where poolrooms ex- 
ist, live in the best hotels and on the “fat of the land,’’ 
and do no business other than ‘tap wires.”’ Their suc- 
cess lies in the fact that they seldom cause suspicion 
by making their-bets too heavy, and yet of sufficient 
magnitude in the aggregate to make a comfortable in- 
come. In that way they never cut their bridges behind 
them, and visit the same localities regularly every rac- 
ing season. 

According to a well-informed police captain in this 
city, this gang has operated in the manner described, 
to his knowledge, nearly ten years, and have been 
arrested but once. That was in this city in 189%, They 
are too clever to attempt operation here, because they 
are too well known, and as long as their work is done 
elsewhere they are perfectly safe from arrest. 

According to the same police captain, it is more diffi- 
cult than can be imagined to deceive the poolroom 
proprietors of the present generation, after the bitter 
lessons they have been taught. It must bea cleverly 
conceived plan indeed to cause them to release the 
hold on their money. Generally speaking, only with 
the aid of trusted employees of the telegraph company 
can the conspiracy be made profitable, and even then 
only at the probable sacrifice of loss of position and 
honor. 

A successful coup anywhere in the United States is 
sufficient warning for every poolroom proprietor in the 
country to keep a watchful eye and to be careful how 
they accept late bets from strangers. So it readily can 
be understood that no very large coups can be made

chance td go to England in June and ‘win in a walk’’a 
match involving the title of international champion; a 
belt, commemorative of the coronation occasion, and a 
purse not especially large as compared to what fighters 
receive in this country, but quite sufficiently so to pay 
the expenses of a good time, at a time when good times 
cost something. In speaking the other day of the pur- 
pose of the visit of himself and his colleague, Mr. 
Gavin said: 

“We have come to try and induce your champions 
of boxing, fencing and wrestling to go to England for 
the coronation week and there to meet the best men 
that Great Britain and other countries of Europe can 
produce. What we chiefly want are the champions of 
the army and navy, but they must be men who are at 
present in the country’s service. 

“Weare also going to try to induce Harvard and 
Yale to send their best boxers to England to compete 
against those of Oxford and Cambridge. Lord Lons- 
dale, the president of our club, has oflered acup as a 
prize for the winner of a boxing contest between Har- 
vard and Oxford, and the Earl of Kingston another 
cup for the winner of a contest between the boxers of 
Yale and Cambridge. 

“One of the chief features of the tournament will be a 
tug-of-war between twelve picked me. of Europe and 
twelve of the United States. Amateurs will receive 
trophies and the professionals cash prizes, but the pro- 
fessional line will be drawn very fine between the two. 

“The club has a belt which is valued at $5,000, which 
will be given, besides a large money prize, to the best 
heavyweight professional boxer, but he must be the 
best that his country can produce, and no second rate 
man will be considered.” 

I don’t exactly know how they intend to “fix” the 
Army and Navy Departments so that the champions 
can go abroad to compete in any international tourna- 
ment. A soldier or sailor usually requires more than 
the permission of an orderly to leave his post for four 
or six weeks to either loaf or travel, and the amount of 
red tape which would have to be unwound before 
official sanction could Le secured, will, I think, rather 
discourage Messrs. Gavin and Lea before they have 
got fairly well started on the project. As for the rest
